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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have requested that the finality of the 
last office action be withdrawn. Examiner has read the arguemtns but is not persuaded. The term "second member" is significantly 
different in scope than "pin". To a lesser degree, changing from pressed to press fit also changes the scope of the claim. As such, the 
examiner believes the finality was appropriate and it is maintained. 

Applicant argues that there is a difference in shape between the channel in the present invention and the channel in Leyensetter. 
Assuming this is true, that does not make the claim nonobivious. Leyensetter is relied upon for teaching the use of a channel, not a 
specific shape of channel. Differences in shape are not generally patentable See MPEP 2144.04. Furthermore, arguments based on 
bodily incorporation are not a basis for overcoming the rejection. 
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
